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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This is in response to the Amendments filed on 1 1/30/2005. 

2. Claims 49-88 are currently pending in this application. Claims 1-48 have been canceled. 

3. In view of the prior Office action of 6/02/2005, the rejection of claims 1-13 as being 
anticipated by Natan et al. (US Pat. 6,624,886), has been moot due to the cancelation of the 
claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 49-68 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 49 is indefinite as being incomplete for omitting essential step(s), such omission 
amounting to a gap between the steps. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted steps are those that 
include how an elastomeric film is formed. Although the claim recites the process of forming an 
elastomeric nanocomposite film, it does not include a step of depositing an elastomer. 

Clarification of the inclusion of an elastomer in the film is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 49- are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Natan (US 
Pat. 6,624,886) or Natan (US Pat. 6,242,264), or Natan (US Pat. 6,025,202). 

Natan '886 discloses a method for making a film of Au colloidal nanoparticles, the 
method comprising forming a monolayer of colloidal Au nanoparticles on a glass substrate 
coated with APTMS or MPTMS, immersing the monolayer in a crosslinker, 2- 
meraptoethylamine . The surface is then immersed in a solution of 12-nm diameter colloidal Au 
nanoparticles for one hour. The process is repeated between 3-8 times, thus forming multilayers. 
(See col. 4, In. 53-60; col. 15, In. 41-46; Example 6). 

Although Natan is silent with respect to the film being an elastomeric film, since the 
reference discloses the same process using the same chemical components, the film of Natan 
would inherently be the same as presently claimed. 

Natan differs from the presently claimed invention because the reference does not 
specifically teach the step of removing the nanocomposite film from the substrate to from a free- 
standing film. However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time 
the invention was made, that since the film is used biosensors and conductive coatings (see col. 
3, In. 29-35), it would have been removed from the glass substrate prior to use. 
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The same arguments are presented with respect to the references of Natan '264 (see col. 
13, In. 28-45; col. 38, In. 43-58) and Natan '202 (see col. 7, In. 48-67; Examples 2-3; col. 37, In. 
36-45).
